1 . In the fluted filter media construction of present claim 1 the set of corrugations has 
an end closure defined by regular fold arrangements in a corresponding 
corrugation, each such arrangement including at least four folds. According to 
present claim 10, this construction is made by deforming part of the corrugation to 
form a foldable tip, followed by folding the tip over to close the corrugation. In view 
of the argumentation presented in the letter dated 12.07.04, the IPEA has serious 
doubts that these technical features are sufficient within themselves to solve the 
technical problems of providing high quality seals and of overcoming restrictions to 
fluid flow (page 12, line 31 to page 13, line 6). For example, to achieve a "high 
quality seal", a sealant would be required. However, such a substance is recited 
only in dependent claims 8 and 18. Furthermore, the "regular fold arrangement" in 
independent claim 1 involves at least four folds, whereas no such arrangement is 
produced in independent claim 10. The IPEA therefore considers that independent 
claims 1 and 10 do not contain all the minimum essential technical features 
(Article 6 and Rule 6.3(a) PCT); it would therefore be misleading to give an 
opinion on novelty and inventive step for the subject-matter of these claims, or for 
any claims which depend upon them. Thus no meaningful opinion on novelty and 
inventive step can be formed (Article 35(3)(a) PCT). 
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
